HEARING NOISES IN THE SUN. 


The idea that it is as possible to 
stand on this earth and hear noises 
produced in the sun produces, when 
first received, a shock of incredulity. 
Yet Prof. Bell, the inventor of the 
telephone, thinks it can be done. This 
is what he has to say on the subject: 


“In the solar observatory near 
Paris M. Janssen was taking large 
photographs. of the sun, He tovk 
them very rapidly. The exposure in 
each case was but 1-3,000th of a sec- 
ond, und the intervals were but 1-30th 
of asecond. Hefvund the surface of 
the sun covered with peculiar willow- 
leafed-shaped granuletions, supposed 
to be due to, metallic vapors. Each 

tograph showed a marked change 
in these granulations. As thirty of 
these ph are taken per sec- 
ond, in the granulations 
are shown to be rapid enongh to emit 
distiact sounds. e made some ex- 

iments, but the apparatus was not 
fit for that purpose, and, although we 
obtained results in the shape of sound, 
they really proved nothing. My be- 
lief is that with a minute selenium 
cell and a telescope so arranged that 
we can get the rays from a sinyle gran- 
ulation, we shali be able to hear on 
earth the sounds of storms on the sur- 
face of the sun. 

We have transmitted articulate 
sounds by the photophone a mile, and 
musica] sovnds by the musical photo- 
phone eight hundred feet. An eight- 
jeth of the light of the sun is sufficient 
to produce results. We have used 
artificial lights a good deal. In its 
present state of perfection the photo- 
phone is of more scientific then prac- 
tical value but wheo we can transmit 
articulate sounds four or five miles it 
will be ot great value—in war, for in- 
stance, taking the of the helio- 
stat or a possible aerial telegraph.”

FISH ON THE FARM. 


Every Nevada farmer who has plenty 
of water on his ranch can, with a very 
little trouble, have an abundance of 
fresh fish to eat the year round. All 
he need do is to nake a pond, turn 
water into it and stock it with catfish, 
trout or other food fish. The cost is 
little and the reward is great. Surplus 
fish can be sold, and the pond be 
made profitable.
